TO THE CITIZENS OF COOS COUNTY: 


Agreeable to the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners submit their annual report and state- 
ment of expenditures of the different departments which 
come under our supervision, from April Ist, 1885 to April 
1, 1886, as shown by the Treasurer’s report. 


Actual indebtedness over assets April 1, 1886, as 
shown by Treasurer’s report, $9,507.01 


There has been a large call ‘for help the past year. We 
have endeavored to be cautious in the matter so that no 
deserving one should be neglected. To know what to do 
and how much to help those that ask aidis a serious ques- 
tion for the Commissioners. 

The law passed at the last session of the Legislature 
requiring counties and towns to support their poor and 
indigent ex-soldiers outside the county or town alms house 
makes a much larger expense than heretofore. 

All of the county buildings are in good repair, yet we 
desire to call attention to the insufficiency of the jail, and 
some action should be taken in regard to enlarging or 
building new. Also would again call attention to the ex- 
pense incurred in procuring copies of conveyence of land 
recorded in Grafton County records; it was at first estimated 
the cost would amount to five hundred dollars, but owing 
to their being a much larger amount of conveyances than 
was at first supposed, the total cost will probably exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars. 

We would also announce that we have again secured 
the valuable services of Mr. and Mrs.S G. Hannaford for 
another year as superintendent and matron at the alms 
house. In their good judgment and management of the 
institution, and their humane treatment of all the inmates, 
they have our hearty commendation.

GENTLEMEN :—At the close of the fiscal year it again 
becomes my duty to report to you and through you to the 
residents of the county the vital statistics of the Coos 
County Almshouse. 

The health of the inmates for the past year so far as@ 
acute disease is concerned has been exceptionally good. 
There has been no severe sickness in the institution dur- 
ing the year. 

There has been the usual amount of chronic cases, for 
which but little can be done and that Mr. and Mrs. Han- 
naford are competent to do. And it is perhaps needless 
for me to assure you, that everything possible is done ’to 
mitigate suffering and to promote their comfort. 

Had it not been for four cases all surgical and three of 
them in men who have become inmates within the year, 
the bills for medical services would have been the small- 
est for years. 

Surgical cases demand constant care and watching and 
asin one of these, it was only with great care and the use 
of disenfectants that the atmosphere in his vicinity could 
be tolerated.
